Progress  Of  Civilian  Defense 

Reviewed  On  Is!  Anniversary 


Civilian  Defense  in  Pennsyl- 
vania is  one  year  old  this  week. 

Just  a year  ago  this  Friday, 
April  17,  Governor  James  set 
the  program  in  motion  by  estab- 
lishing the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense under  authority  given  him 
a month  earlier  by  unanimous 
action  of  the  Legislature. 

Calling  for  full  cooperation 
of  all  Pennsylvanians,  and  invit- 
ing political  subdivisions  to 
create  Local  Councils  of  De- 
fense wherever  deemed  advis- 
able, the  Governor’s  proclama- 
tion cited  the  need  for  prepara- 
tion against  “such  major  emer- 
gencies as  war,  invasion  or 
State-wide  disaster.” 

The  intervening  year  has  seen 
war  come  to  America  and  it  has 
seen  the  Council  of  Defense 
organization  grow  from  a small 
nucleus  to  a state-wide  network 
of  more  than  800  Councils 
whose  work  is  carried  forward 
by  nearly  a half-million  volun- 
teers. 

From  the  handful  of  workers 
who  assisted  Dr.  A.  C.  Marts, 
executive  director,  and  A.  Boyd 
Hamilton,  secretary,  in  opening 
the  State  headquarters,  the  staff 
of  the  State  Council  has  grown 
to  50,  and  the  program  itself 


has  fanned  out  to  take  in  such 
wartime  projects  as  Rationing, 
Victory  Gardens,  Salvage,  and 
Consumer  Interests. 

Bills  passed  in  the  Special 
Session  of  the  Legislature  just 
ended  mark  the  growing  im- 
portance of  Civilian  Defense 
and  place  the  program  on  a 
solid  footing  of  authority. 

Milestones  along  the  path  of 
the  first  year  included: 

April  21 — Dr.  Marts,  taking  time 
out  from  the  Presidency  of  Bucknell 
University,  began  his  duties  as  ex- 
ecutive director  by  broadcasting  a 
radio  message.  The  purpose  of  the 
State  Council  of  Defense,  he  said,  “is 
to  give  the  people  of  Pennsylvania 
the  machinery  by  which  we  can  all 
work  together  to  make  ourselves 
strong  in  defense  against  these  awful 
dangers  that  are  creeping  across  the 
face  of  the  whole  world.’’ 

May  7 — State-wide  meeting  of 
mayors,  burgesses,  county  commis- 
sioners and  others  held  in  Harris- 
burg to  explain  the  need  and  pur- 
pose of  Local  Councils  of  Defense. 
Paul  McNutt  appeared  as  speaker. 

June  12 — First  report  reveals  16 
County  and  167  Local  Councils  of 
Defense  organized.  S.  C.  D.  elects 
field  representatives  for  three  of  the 
eight  regions  in  the  state.  Speakers 
Bureau  formed. 

July  9 — Aluminum  Campaign  an- 
nounced, and  Local  Councils  of  De- 
fense in  defense  areas  were  asked  to 
organize  Homes  Registration  offices.

Drills,  Practices 
Emphasized  By 
Director  Landis 

Repeated  practices  and  drills 
in  all  the  protective  phases  of 
Civilian  Defense  were  described 
as  “imperative”  by  Director 
James  M.  Landis  of  the  O.C.D. 
in  an  appearance  before  Penn- 
sylvania Council  of  Defense 
leaders  last  Friday. 

Speaking  at  Harrisburg  be- 
fore Governor  James  and 
several  hundred  State,  County 
and  Local  Council  of  Defense 
representatives,  Landis  empha- 
sized that  Defense  Corps  units 
must  be  mobilized  fully  and 
repeatedly  both  to  attain 
efficiency  and  to  sustain  in- 

t6T6St. 

“The  real  test  of  Civilian  De- 
fense,” he  said,  “will  come  by 
a tactic  that  the  enemy  very 
well  may  use — by  forcing  us 
to  wait  and  wait  and  wait  until 
we’re  tired  and  complacent,  and 
then  hit  us  suddenly  as  at  Pearl 
Harbor.” 

The  O.C.D.  head,  who  also 
is  dean  of  Harvard  Law  School, 
laid  particular  stress  on  black- 
outs, Control  Centers,  air  raid 
posts,  industrial  plants,  and 
emergency  medical  services. 

Requires  Speed 

“We  haven’t  gone  far  enough 
in  most  communities  on  prepa- 
rations for  blackout,”  he  said. 
“We  are  planning  a delicate 
maneuver  in  blackouts.  We  are 
not  planning  continuous  black- 
' outs  as  in  England,  but  only 
emergency  blackouts.  That  re- 
quires speed  and  precision  and 
1 the  only  way  we  can  get  it  is 
: by  elaborate  practice.” 

Of  industrial  plants,  he  said: 
“Although  prime  defense  plants 
have  become  the  concern  of  the 
Army  and  the  Navy  under  a 
recent  agreement,  the  vast

railroads  next  fall,  has  been 
received  by  the  State  Council 
of  Defense. 

The  request  was  made  by  the 
O.C.D.  with  the  suggestion  that 
Local  Councils  might  see  espe- 
cially that  stockpiles  of  coal  for 
j hospitals,  public  buildings,  etc., 
are  checked  and  that  the  pur- 
chasing agents  place  orders  for 
next  year’s  coal  immediately.  '

Civilian  Defense 
Bills  Approved 
By  Legislature 

Two  important  Civilian  De- 
fense bills  were  approved  by 
the  Special  Session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  one  has 
already  been  signed  by  Gover- 
nor James. 

The  bills  provide: 

Definite  “Air  Raid  Precau- 
tions” powers  for  the  State 
District  and  Local  Councils  of 
Defense  in  adoption  and  en- 
forcement of  regulations  during 
blackouts  and  emergencies. 

Authority  for  political  sub- 
divisions to  allocate  funds  for 
expenses  of  District  and  Local 
Councils  of  Defense  and  to  bor- 
row money  under  certain  con- 
ditions for  defense  purposes. 
The  measure  also  validates  such 
appropriations  already  made. 

Both  bills  were  passed  finally 
in  the  closing  days  of  the 
Special  Session  last  week. 

Governor  James  signed  the 
Air  Raid  Precautions  bill  early 
this  week,  and  the  other  meas- 
ure is  on  his  desk  awaiting 
signature. 

Although  similar  Air  Raid 
Precautions  measures  were  in- 
troduced in  the  Assembly,  the 
House  bill,  presented  by  Rep- 
resentative Francis  X.  McClana- 
ghan,  Philadelphia,  was  the 
first  to  receive  full  approval  of 
both  houses  and  was  sent  to  the 
Governor’s  desk.  Senator  John 
M.  Walker,  Allegheny,  who  in- 
troduced the  Senate  version, 
stood  aside  for  the  House  bill. 

In  its  course  through  the 
House  and  Senate,  the  bill  was 
amended  to  provide  that: 

“Each  Local  or  District  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  shall  have  avail- 
able for  inspection  at  its  offices

all  rules,  regulations  and  orders 
adopted  by  the  State  Council 
of  Defense  and  by  such  Local 
or  District  Council  of  Defense,” 
and 

“No  rule,  regulation  or  order 
shall  become  effective  unless 
and  until  it  shall  have  prior 
approval  of  the  State  Council 
of  Defense.” 

This  Air  Raid  Precautions 
Bill  gives  the  State,  District  and 
Local  Councils  needed  power  to 
adopt  and  enforce  regulations 
in  event  of  air  raids  or  black- 
outs, and  also  provides  penal- 
ties for  violations,  such  as  turn- 
ing in  false  air  raid  alarms. 

The  other  measure,  intro- 
duced in  the  Senate  by  Senator 
Montgomery  F.  Crowe,  of 
Monroe  County,  sets  up  the 
machinery  for  providing  neces- 
sary funds  to  carry  on  Council 
of  Defense  work  for  “health, 
welfare  and  safety”  of  people 
during  air  raids  or  blackouts, 
and  for  other  expenses  of  the 
Councils.

number  of  other  plants,  many 
of  which  are  busy  on  war  work, 
are  still  the  responsibility  of 
Councils  of  Defense.  General 
protection  plans  for  all  plants 
remain  our  job  as  well.” 

Governor  James  told  the  con- 
ference that  he  was  gratified 
by  “the  spirit  of  cooperation 
which  is  evident  throughout 
Pennsylvania  in  the  entire  war 
effort”  and  assured  Landis  that 
Council  of  Defense  leaders  here 
are  alive  to  the  urgency  of  their 
task. 

Judge  Rowland  K.  Adams, 
newly-named  Director  of  the 
Third  Civilian  Defense  Region, 
accompanied  Landis  and  in- 
spected the  Harrisburg  Control 
Center  with  him.

The  visit  of  Director  Landis 
was  his  first  official  trip  to 
Pennsylvania  since  he  suc- 
ceeded F.  H.  LaGuardia  as 

O.C.D.  chief.

Cheltenham  Enrolls  2577  Volunteers 


(EDITOR’S  NOTE:  County  and 

Local  Councils  of  Defense  are  in- 
vited to  submit  reports  for  possible 
use  in  this  column). 


The  Cheltenham  Township 
Council  of  Defense  of  Mont- 
gomery County  has  enrolled 
2577  persons — 1521  men  and 
1056  women — or  about  13  per 
cent  of  the  population  of  the 
township,  for  civilian  defense. 

In  a report  submitted  to  the 
S.C.D.  by  Sydney  L.  Wright, 
chairman,  and  Louis  A.  Hirsch, 
associate  chairman,  it  was  ex- 
plained that  the  activities  of  the 
Council  have  been  divided  into 
two  groups: 

1.  The  Defense  Corps,  em- 
bracing services  becoming  ac- 
tive in  the  event  of  an  air  raid 
or  other  emergency. 

2.  Community  Program,  em- 
bracing such  matters  as  Con- 
sumer Interests,  Defense  Bonds, 
Salvage,  etc. 

The  report  added  that  head- 
quarters of  the  Council  are 
located  in  the  offices  of  the 
Township  Commissioners,  and 
that  these  headquarters  serve 
also  as  a Control  Center  for  use 
in  emergency. 

Centered  in  the  Control  Room 
ire  the  various  services  of  the 
Jivilian  Defense  Corps,  as  fol- 
ows: 

1.  Auxiliary  police— 300  men. 


COUNCIL  STUDIES 
EVACUATION  PLAN 

The  State  Council  of  Defense 
has  named  G.  Albert  Stewart, 
Secretary  of  Forests  and  Waters, 
as  chairman  of  a new  S.C.D. 
Sommittee  on  Evacuation  and 
Welfare. 

The  Council  is  working  out 
with  the  O.C.D.  and  the  War 
Department  a detailed  plan  for 
evacuation  of  the  civil  popula- 
tion from  any  large  centers  of 
population  that  may  be  the  ,ob- 
ject  of  severe  bombing. 

These  plans  cannot  be  com- 
pleted or  announced  until  cer- 
tain basic  policies  are  deter- 
mined in  Washington.  When 
these  national  decisions  are 
made,  the  S.C.D.  will  com- 
municate at  once  with  County 
and  Local  Councils  of  Defense 
in  Pennsylvania  in  regard  to 
their  full  cooperation. 

Meanwhile,  the  Pennsylvania 
Motor  Police  have  prepared  a 
complete  traffic  control  plan 
which  will  go  into  effect  in 
time  of  air  raid  or  other  emer- 
gency governing  the  use  of 
every  highway  and  road  in  the 
target  areas. 


TRAINING  FILMS 

Seventeen  prints  of  the  film. 
“Fighting  the  Fire  Bomb”  have 
been  allotted  to  the  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  by  the  O.C.D.  for 
use  in  Civilian  Defense  training 
classes  in  Pennsylvania. 


2.  Auxiliary  firemen  — 210 
men. 

3.  Medical  corps — 160  men 
and  women. 

4.  Air  raid  wardens — 660  men 
and  women. 

5.  Repair,  Demolition  and 
Decontamination  crews  — 40 
men  (when  the  group  is  used 
for  decontamination  purposes, 
it  will  be  under  direction  of  14 
chemists  who  have  received 
training  in  gas  identification 
and  decontamination). 

6.  Messengers — 150  boys. 

7.  Emergency  Food  and  Hous- 
ing— 410  men  and  women. 

8.  Transportation — 158  buses 
and  tow  cars  with  drivers. 

The  report  further  pointed 
out  that  weekly  publicity  re- 
leases are  prepared  and  have 
received  “lengthy  recognition” 
in  newspapers. 

“The  above  results  have  been 
accomplished  by  the  Defense 
Council,  but  only  with  the  full 
enthusiastic  support  of  the 
Commissioners,  as  well  as  the 
Board  of  Education,  all  of  whom 
have  cooperated  magnificently 
for  the  good  of  the  community,” 
the  report  declared.  “Our  serv- 
ices have  been  almost  continu- 
ously using  the  High  School  and 
the  Township  Building,  and 
there  is  no  employe  of  either 
organization,  who  has  not 
evinced  some  interest.”

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55,000  Volunteers 
Added  In  Month 


An  additional  55,000  Citizens’ 
Defense  Corps  volunteers  were 
recruited  in  Pennsylvania  dur- 
ing March,  bringing  the  state- 
wide total  to  330,261. 

These  figures,  supplied  by 
County  Councils  of  Defense, 
mean  that  Pennsylvania  has 
reached  about  the  half-way 
mark  in  its  recruiting  and 
training  of  an  ultimate  total  of 

700,000  protective  workers  in  15 
different  Defense  Corps  units. 

A partial  check  on  the  num- 
ber of  persons  in  “community 
; service”  phases  of  Civilian  De- 
fense, including  Red  Cross, 
health  and  consumer  programs, 
was  included  in  the  reports  for 
the  first  time.  The  total  re- 
ported was  7,387,  of  whom  5,191 
were  women. 

Commenting  on  the  reports, 
Joseph  B.  Hutchison,  research 
officer  for  the  S.C.D.,  pointed 
out  that  some  counties  have 
counted  all  First  Aid  trainees 
as  belonging  to  Emergency 
Medical  or  Nurses’  Aide  corps. 
“Only  the  volunteers  definitely 
assigned  to  these  two  corps 
should  be  so  counted,”  he  said.

Twenty-six  unused  auto- 
mobile tires  and  enough  steel 
safes  to  keep  them  in  were 
just  part  of  the  “junk”  col- 
lected by  more  than  300 
truck  drivers  in  the  April  11 
and  12  Salvage  Drive  in  the 
Pittsburgh  area. 

However,  any  hope  that 
the  tires  would  carry  a 
modern  vehicle  faded  when 
an  inspection  showed  they 
were  of  the  old  high-pressure 
varietv  for  an  obsolete  car 
of  more  than  a score  of  years 
ago. 

A dozen  safes  and  three 
Dermanent  wave  machines 
were  also  added  to  the 
mountains  of  metal  scrap,  old 
paper,  rags  and  old  rubber 
contributed  in  the  Pittsburgh 
campaign.

Harrisburg  Picks  'Shelters1 


The  nucleus  of  a city-wide 
air  raid  shelter  system  to  pro- 
vide refuge  for  persons  caught 
downtown  during  an  air  raid 
has  been  started  in  Harrisburg 
by  the  Harrisburg-Dauphin 
County  Council  of  Defense. 

Twenty-e  i g h t downtown 
buildings,  which  have  passed 
engineering  and  structural  tests, 
have  been  designated  as  air 
raid  shelters  to  accommodate 
as  many  as  10,000  of  the  city’s 

90,000  population. 

Captain  John  B.  Warden, 
Harrisburg-Dauphin  coordina- 
tor, said  “we  are  continuing  our 
tests  in  every  section  of  the  city 
and  in  a short  time  expect  to 


have  shelters  in  buildings  in 
every  part  of  Harrisburg.” 

The  shelters,  ranging  from 
garages  to  hotels  to  business 
places  and  office  structures,  are 
designated  by  large  white 
standards  placed  outside  bear- 
ing the  words — “AIR  RAID 
SHELTER,”  There  are  desig- 
nated spaces  in  each  building 
for  those  seeking  shelter,  and 
each  building  is  open  24  hours 
a day  and  in  charge  of  an  air 
raid  shelter  warden. 

Included  among  the  down- 
town shelters  are  six  State 
buildings,  four  of  which  are  on 
Capitol  Hill. 
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Push  Drive  For 
Rubber  Salvage 

The  Advisory  Salvage  Com- 
mittee of  the  State  Council  of 
Defense,  in  an  effort  to  bolster 
decreasing  stocks  of  reclaimed 
rubber,  has  called  for  appoint- 
ment of  one  or  more  persons 
on  all  County  and  Local  Sal- 
vage Committees  to  step  up  col- 
lection of  this  important  com- 
modity. 

The  action  followed  release 
of  an  order  of  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board  banning  destruction 
of  all  used  or  worn-out  ma- 
terials or  articles  containing 
any  quantity  of  rubber. 

Colley  S.  Baker,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Advisory  Sal- 
vage Committee,  directed  chair- 
men of  all  County  and  Local 
Salvage  Committees  to  name 
one  or  more  persons  “to  push 
vigorously  the  collection  of 
rubber  scrap.” 

Announcement  of  the  need 
of  scrap  rubber  came  at  a time 
when  the  majority  of  County 
Salvage  Committees  were  plan- 
ning or  holding  special  Salvage 
Weeks  to  intensify  the  waste 
collection  campaign. 


URGES  AIR  RAID 
RULES  IN  HOMES 

Dr.  A.  C.  Marts,  executive 
director  of  the  S.C.D,,  suggests 
that  every  Council  of  Defense 
make  sure  that  a copy  of  the 
leaflet  “Meet  Your  Air  Raid 
Warden”  has  gone  into  every 
home  in  its  area. 

“Every  home  should  have  this 
leaflet  or  some  other  official  set 
of  air  raid  precautions  posted 
in  a prominent  place  where  all 
members  of  the  household  can 
read  it  and  refer  to  it  in  time 
of  need,”  he  said. 

Nearly  a million  and  a half 
copies  of  “Meet  Your  Air  Raid 
Warden”  have  been  distributed 
to  Councils  of  Defense  in  Penn- 
sylvania and  additional  copies 
can  be  obtained  from  the  S.C.D. 


NEW  ALUMINUM  ROUNDUP 
ASKED  BY  AUTHORITIES 

The  U.  S.  Treasury  Depart- 
ment procurement  division  has 
asked  the  S.C.D.  to  aid  in  a final 
roundup  of  scattered  deposits 
of  aluminum  remaining  from 
the  900,000-pound  Pennsylvania 
drive  last  fall. 

Quite  a number  of  such  de- 
posits were  found  and  sent  on 
the  way  to  smelters  as  the  re- 
sult of  a bulletin  sent  to  chair- 
men of  County  Councils  of  De- 
fense on  Feb.  2.  Federal  authori- 
ties have  now  asked  for  a re- 
newed checkup,  and  County 
Chairmen  are  asked  to  send  in- 
formation on  deposits  not  sold 
to  the  S.C.D.  or  to  J.  D.  Tomp- 
kins, State  Procurement  Office, 
923  N.  Third  St.,  Harrisburg,  Pa.

Test  New  Type 
Siren  At  Capitol 

O.C.D.  officials  last  Friday 
gave  the  first  Pennsylvania 
demonstration  of  a powerful 
new-type  air  raid  siren  in  Har- 
risburg before  scores  of  rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  and 
County  and  Local  Councils  of 
Defense. 

The  demonstration,  which 
coincided  with  the  visit  of 
O.C.D.  Director  Landis,  was 
heard  over  one-third  of  Han 
risburg’s  30  square  miles.  A 
later  test  from  a high  point  near 
the  outskirts  of  the  city  sent 
Banshee-like  whines  to  points 
well  outside  of  Harrisburg’s 
limits. 

Dr.  Ernest  J.  Abbott,  who 
accompanied  the  siren  to  Har- 
risburg, explained  air  raid 
alarm  systems  and  their  prob- 
lems to  representatives  of 
Councils  after  the  demonstra 
tion.  He  emphasized  that  the 
powerful  new  sirens,  which  can 
be  powered  by  an  ordinary 
automobile  motor  or  electric 
motor,  will  cost  $1500  or  more 
each  and  added  production  will 
start  within  the  next  few  weeks. 

He  also  said  that  cities  which 
have  electric  sirens  can  still  use 
them  at  traffic  centers  if  they 
set  up  this  new-type  air  raid 
alarm.
